PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


ORDINARILY the appearance of a sum in 
the supplementary estimates of parliament 
is taken as an indication that the work for 
which the appropriation was made will be 
commenced shortly and pushed to comple- 
tion, It is to be regretted that the vote of 
$5,000 for a registry office and $5,000 for 
Gourt house and lock up at Edmonton which 
appeared in the supplementary estimates 
recently voted at Ottawa is not generally #0 
taken here. A sum for public buildings at 
Edmonton has appeared regularly in’ the 
estimates or supplementary estimates for the 
past three or four sessions of parliament, 
but we are apparently uo nearer having the 
buildings erected now than ever. Persons 
high in authovity and in the contidence of 
the government give it to be understood 
that these buildings will not be erected until 
the crowsing of the Saskatchewan by 
the Calgary and Edmonton raiiway has been 
determined. That is to say, should it for 
any reason, or whim,please the railway com- 
pany to locate their crossing at some other 
point than the present town of Edmonton 
this vote will be used to give a start anda 
standing to the new town, whose existence 
would be the financial ruin of the present 
population of Kdmonton, whose pluck and 
perseverance in striking out here in the first 
place and hanging on under most discourag- 
circumstances is what has made the value of 
of the country known and the building of 
the road possible. The government that 
holds the welfare of its citizens so lightly 
dves not deserve the name of a government, 
It is this style of dealing with the pioneers,

Calgary Herald’s report of interview with 
D. Db. Mann: ‘Mr. Manninformed the Herald 
that he had made a cursory examination of 
the country between Calgary and Edmonton, 
He speaks of it, f:om this examination and 
from previous knowledge, as the finest ex- 
tended tract of country in the whole of the 
Northwest. He doubtsif there will be any- 
where else 200 miles of railway running 
through an equally good country. All of 
the land is well adapted for agriculture, 
stuck raising or mixed farming. it is well 
watered throughout. At and north of Red 
Deer there is abundance of timber; south of 
there both tumber and coal will be readily 
and cheaply had by rail, either via Calgary 
or from Red Deer. There are no serious 
difficulties in the way of construction. Still, 
south of Red Deer the land is largely rolling 
prairie with many deep coulees, rendering 
construction somewhat expensive. The 
crossing of the Red Deer will be a costly job, 
on account of high banks on one side. North 
of Red Deer andin the Battle river country 
the railway will not be very cheaply built. 
On the whole it is gwoing to cost more to 
build this line than it would an equal dis- 
tance of the SO. P. R. from Calyary east.

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DOES IT PAY 
To send pledged supporters of the gorern- 
ment to represent the North west at Ottawa’ 
The Winnipeg Commercial, which i« firet a 
bosiness publication and therefore looks at 
all subjects from the standpoint of dollars 
and cents, bas this to say on the aubject: 


“It has been a popular belief thronghout 
the west that the only way to gain favors or 
even justice from the Daminion government 
would be to send to rong supporters of 
the government. It has been frequently 
uryed that this is the only course which we 
could pursue in order to obtain our desires 
from the Dominion, Those who went on 
this theory, and they appear to have been in 
the majority, argue that as we have buta 
smnall population and a proportionately small 
representation in parliament, we must be 
on the government side to get a hearing at 
all. If we sent Opposition members, it was 
claimed that they would not be strong 
enough in numbers to enforce their claims 
upon the government, and that being op: 
posed to the government they would receive 
no countenance whatever. Amore fallacious 
idea than this is all through could not have 
been invented, and yet it is the one which 
has dominated the west for years, to the 
great disadvantage of the country, Asa 
result of this belief the west has continued 
to send asolid representation of government 
supporters to Ottawa, term after term. Some 
of these—in fact we may say almost all of 
them—have been straight, out and out party 
men, and simply tools in the hands of the 
leaders at Ottawa. It is high time that the 
people of the west should see the utter 
absurdity of this belief that it is necessary to 
send supporters of the government to Ottawa 
it order to have our claims recognized. We 
have received several lessons which should be 
be sutileient show the error under which we 
have labored. As a general rule, it inay be 
Stated that so long as the people return 
erat of agovernment it can be consid. 
ered that they are in favor of the policy pur- 
sued by the government. This was shown 
to be the case when the west returned sup- 
porters of the government, while at the 
same time carrying on an agitation against 
the policy of the government in regard to 
this part of Canada. The effect wasto great- 
ly lessen the influeace of the agitation, cause 
rastern people to believe that we were not iu 
earnest, and prolong the existence of the 
evils of which we complained.” 


It is as the Commercial says,high time that 
the people of the Northwest should see the 
utter absurdity of the belief that the way to 
best serve their interests is to elect men 
pledged to vote against those interests if the 
interest of the party from which the govern. 
ment is formed demands such avote. At 
the last general elections Manitoba and the 
Northwest sent eight members pledged to 
support the government. When afterwards 
a demand was made on behalf of Mani- 
toba or the Northwest, no matter how well 
satisfied the representatives might be that 
it wasa properdemand, no matter how 
willing they might be to have it granted, 
experience has proven that so far from their 
being pledged supporters of the party in 
power heing a leverage to be worked in our 
favor, the fact of their being supporters has 
been a leverage to keep their mouths closed 
on the subject and thereby prevent the house 
In veneral from becoming properly informed, 
and so becoming willing to grant what was 
needed, Had these representatives not 
Placed themselves before election in such a 
position that the threat of the party 
ash could be held over them, bad they been 
elected to vote indepe&lent of the govern:

They have no right to beastoniahed or dis- 
pleased at their representatives for the ridi- 
culous situation in which they find them- 
selves. It is to be hoped that the unsatisfac- 
tory and disgraceful experience has not been 
lost upon them, and that when the next 
election comes around they will be ready to 
select and elect men who will vote for the 
government just as long as the government 
does what is right by the Northwest—and no 
longer.
